Roosevelt unveiled thcaaemorlal shaft 
erected at Arlington £y_^ae National 
Society of Colonial DaJfies m memory 
of the veterans who fell In the recent 
struj gle between Spam and the Un' - 
ed States. Around tae platform an 
immense 
crowd 
gathered, among

The ceremonies were in 


charge of Major General John R. 
Brooks. Prsytr was taw by Bishop 
Satterlee aa.i a Csiisolic priest, antl 
the entire audience jotoed in singing 
the national hymn. Lieutenant General 
John M. Schofield. Tlnited States army, 
retired, then read the--address of the 
president of the national si ciety, Mrs. 
Justine V. R. To-wnsead, at the con- 
clusion of which the shaft was -un- 
veiled amid the cheers of the thou- 
sands who had surrounded the stand. 


As the shaft was -unveiled the artil- 


lery fired the national salute, after 
which President Roosevelt delivered 
an address, in part as follows: 


"I never see a gathering of this 


kind; I never see a gathering under 
the auspices of any of the societies 
which are organized to commemorate 
the valor and patriotism of the found- 
ers of this nation: I never see a gath- 
ering composed of tlie, skcn ready to 
have volunteered In Urew of war or j 
who fonsht in the eroat- civil war or 
in any of .the lesser contests ic which 
this country has bi-en engaged, with- 
out feeling the anxiety to make such 
a gathering realize, feel—each in his 
or her heart, the all-importance of 
doing the ordinary, commonplace du- 
ties of each day as those duties arise.

In the aggregate of the 
individual performances of duty dur- 
ing the long months that have pre- 
ceded the day of battle, and the way 
In which a nation will arise to a great 
crisis is conditioned upon the way in 
which its citizens have habituated 
themselves to act In the ordinary af- 
fairs ot the national life.

M. Wnldcck-Rousseau is also a wise j 


and dextrous fasicmist and has com-1 
bined diverse elements in his support] 
in a way th:a uo other leader has done 
under the third republic. 
He has 


weathered more storms of popular jircj- 
udice than any other premier and in 
some way that puzzles the French and 
eoianiands their admiration lias done 
much to-eliminate the frequent changes 
in cabinets aad give parliamentary 
government a chance 10 develop. So the 
real issue in the coming elections is il. 
Waldeck-Rousseau. 


The French parliament, like that of 


nearly all tbe great countries, consists 
of two branches.- One is the senate and 
the other the chamber of deputies. Tlie 
senate is composed of 300 members. 
Originally seventy-five of them held 
seats for life. Some time ago, hoTvever. 
a-law was passed providing that on tbe 
death or resignation of a life senator 
the vacancy should be filled by elec- 
tion. This has eliminated the life ssns= 
tors. Tlie term of a senator is nine 
years. 


The senators are elected by delegates
